Escape Wheel for timepiece. 

The subject of the present invention is an escape wheel for a 
timepiece. This wheel is characterized in that the end of each 
of its teeth is set back from the plane of at least one of the 
faces of the wheel, in such a way as to form, with a tooth shoulder 
situated at the limit of this set-back part, a dihedral angle 
forming an oil sink. 

The accompanying drawing shows by way of example an embodiment 
of the subject of the invention with variants. 

Fig. 1 is a plan view of an escape wheel and a lever. 

Fig. 2 is a cross section through a detail taken of II-II in 
fig. 1. 

The escape wheel shown is denoted 1 and the lever 2. Each tooth 
of the wheel 1 has an end part la that has a face set back from 
the plane of the upper face 3 of the wheel 1. This set-back 
face forms with the shoulder 4 a dihedral angle forming an oil 
sink. The oil, shown at 5, stays in the oil sink by capillary 
action . 
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It is to be observed that fig. 1 illustrates a number of variants 
of the oil sink. Thus, the set-back part la of tooth lb is longer 
than the set-back part of tooth lc. Lastly, in tooth Id, the 
line of intersection of the dihedral angle is not perpendicular 
to the forward edge 6 of the tooth, but is oblique relative to 
this edge. 



CLAIM: 



Escape wheel for timepiece, characterized in that the end of 
each of its teeth is set back from the plane of at least one 
of the faces of the wheel, in such a way as to form, with a tooth 
shoulder situated at the limit of this set-back part, a dihedral 
angle forming an oil sink. 
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
